He City of Grave lyes on the left hand of the Mats, as you go 
down the River; two ſmall Miles from Rave/tey: , and four from 
Boiſleawk: It 15 remarkab'e for its good Conveniences , it being 
a place of particular trength, This and the Land of Kc are 

beth the Inheritance of #/:4:am He»ry, Prince of Oraxpes, whoſe great Grand 

Father +/iaw the firſt ( and the Foundation of our State) bought it of the 
King of Spain , before the Troubles of the Netherlandz. 

_  Grave-is the head-City of the Land of Ksyck; It was ſo well provided 


with Bulwarks , Ravelins , and Counterfcarps ,that in the War with 5pain, _ 


it was termed as one of the ſtrongeſt Citys , though it is not great, for you 
can go round the City in a quarter of an hour. 

In the year 1586. it fell into the hands of the Spanyards ; but inthe year 
1602.Prince Moxrice of Orange reduced it into the hands of the States again, 
who made it exceeding ſtrong , notwithſtanding it was before well forti- 
hed; for they enlarged the Walls , and made thc Grafts wider , and one 
Breaſt-works of eighteen foot broad , ſeven great Bulwerks which could 
ſhute upon one another : On the other fide of the Graft , which was very 
deep, there was made a trench which. was five foot broad , and ten foot 
high, and beſides this , ſeveral Hornworks'cach with a particular Gra't , 


and thoſe altogether was ſurrounded with a Graft; So that it ſecm'd as

though the Art of the Ingeniers could not extend it ſelf any further : N4. 
ture it fe'f compleating this work , as having the axe , as it ſaid , onthe 
one hand, and on the other low ground , incompaſled almoſt about with 
a ſmall -watcr, called the Raem, which comes out of the Peel, which is x 
Moraſh Iand. In the Winter this City is the more ſecure, becaiiſe the 
A1:zt overflows the low ground , ſo that you can not come near it, Un 
the Land-ſide there is paſture ground , and an hour from the City is a Woo. 
from which we fetch or fiering , and out of the Moraſh we cig Turf , fc 
the moſt of the Citizens. 

Beſides all the foreſaid Fortifications, the French have made it gw 
ſtronger by ſeveral Outwarks, wh ch they have made; they have al; 
made covered Galleries round about the City Walls, and mate the Graft 
deeper, and have undermined ſeveril Hornyorks , and driven inſever;] 
Paleſſados as a wort apart , and have mide up the Countericarps with new 
Palefſados, and excellent points; they have alſo made-up tne Afizs-11%, 
of the City wit't ſevcral ftrong Works, and fix and twenty Mines an! 
provided the Wall with double Palefſados, and Basxets filled with earth, 
rarec Ro\ and a half hig') , with Chambers ef Mines under; and nave dri- 
'en into the Outwarks Pills , that the Beſiegers might not come to lodge 
thercing and ſeveral Wori':s of- tis nature they have made in lev. ra! Pla- 
c2S; And in caſe they could have. cut tizrough the Afezr-atke ( which we 
prevented) the City could rot have beer app: oacned too,

This Army was placed the 8. of Angiſttoond the City , and upon b.th

ery ready on the other fide of the Acaze , from which we begun to play 
againſt the City and one of the Steeples with fix' half Cartows. We were 
alſo preparing three Batteryes more , between which we were to place our 
Fireworks, The ſame day at night fifry Horſe of the Beſieged came ou; 
of the City , who took twelve of our Foot Priſoners, which were out upon 
the Rove, The two foreſaid Majors, and four Captains , and two Liev. 
tenants , were ſtrictly kept , to prevent the Belieged from abuſing the Hy. 
Rages, which they had of ours in the City, 

The 1c, ditto there was a Bridge at Aſook laid over the Afaze , over 
which the next day the Van of the Brandenburgs Troops: paſſed over , wh, 
werc to beſet the Gates on that tide which was to the Land , out: of which 
Gates the Frenco uſed to fetch in Beaſts and Goods, out of the Land of 
Kuxck. In the Lieger are all things more plenty , and cheaper then x 
Nimw:gen ' Two Drumers, which were ſent out of the City , returne{ 
again without being hood-winked , after that by order of his Excellence, 
they had taken a view of our Lieger. Onthe one fide of the Xſaze there 
was cight and twenty Guns planted , great and ſmall , beſides thoſe th 
were yct in the Ships, Upongthe two Ship-bridges , lying below the City, 
didthe French continually play , though with little effect , for many of the 
Bullets {muthered in the Dike , or inthe Afaze. Then we made a Trench 
1bort our Lieger , and more Batteryes, to which end Country People 
425 commanded to come to work. 

And aſter Collonel Golſteyn , Major General of the Lieger , was gone 
ro the Land-ſide with five Regiments of Foot , to the affiftance of the twelve 
Companics of Brandenberg: Horſe, we began on the-14. ditto on that ſide 
:9 make our Appro:ches ; ſo that at that time we made our Apnyroaches in 
tliree places. The ſame day was a Steeple of a Church ſhot down, a Man 
Icngth lower then the Church , in the mean time we did endeavour to ſhot 
the Houſes down. Between the 14. and 15, ditto, the French in the middle 

of the night made a ſally upon Collonel Hundebeeks Quarters , with a pre 
{howt , ſothat we did not know how ſtrong they were , ſo that the Be 
liegers were forced out of their Approaches to their Canon; but. putting 
themſelves into order again , they forced the Frencs to retreat apaia , afte! 
they had been ſmartly engaged for about one hour , in which there was {+ 
veral killed on both ſides ; of the States about fiity dead and wounded, wit! 
one Captain z how many the Enemy loſt we did not know. | 

The 17. ditto the Beſieged made another ſally in the night , with three 
hundred Horſe and two hundred Foot , which put our Lieger in Allarm; 
at which time they carryed our Hoſtages out of the City , through He 

mnt, and ſo to Maſejh : So that the moſt of the Horſe , at that tim!

marched out of the City. The ſame day the Heer Grifher Fage! came into

The 18. ditto ; about ten at night , there was Fire-works made , by the 
- Enemy upon the Walls , and three Salvos with Canon and Muſquets ; the 
"which, as is ſuppoſed , was for their Imaginary Victory of tic Fight at Se- 
'x:f, The ſame night they made a lally over the Afaze 
"The 19. ditto {ome Citizens going to near the City Graft , the Centry 
t-ok four of them, and carried them into the City. This night they broak 
cown a part of their Bridge, and the 20, ditto the Beſliegers thought to 
make themſelves maſters of a {mall Fort . but were forced to retreat , 
they being not aſſiſted time enough, the Aſllaillants had many wounded in 
this Atteinpt. The great Canon played continuzely , but more by the Be- 
fegers then Belicged ; and this.night we played hard with our Muſquets 
from the Lopegraven , from three ſeveral Places, and ſome are come ſo 
near tothe Gratt , that they can ſpeak with one another, 
The 21 ditto the Beſiepgers begun at night to play out of two Morter- 
pieces , and on the other ſide. of the Mexe with three ; and there is three 
more brought into the Lope-grafts of Collonel Go/fte-y»y. The ſame day came 
into the Lieger five Companies of the Fries Regiment, We have alſo 
ſent all the Officers , which we took in the Fightat Yelp, with two Coaches 
to\Grave: M. Chamilly , Governor of Grave , ſent: all the Women out 
ofthe City , which deſired to go, reſolving to defend the City to the utter- 
moſt : Since which in ſome gays there hath been nothing remarkable , but 
continual Rain , which bath been no ſmall hindrance to the Beſiegers; for 
the ground round the City is low Land, and the Dikes are made of Clay, 
which was ſo clogge that the Souldiers could hardly ſtand thereon. 

The 24. ditto we begun to ſhut Bombais , from the yr of Collonel 
| Hundcheck,, and alſoto play from a Battery of twelve ha'f Cartows , and 

on the other ſide of the Afaze with ſix burning Bullets ; and at the ſame 
time from Collonel GolFeyns Quarters with ſix Canons ; So that at this time 
ec had ſix Batterics ready , which were all uſed. | 

The 25, ditto the Penſionaris Fage! came into the Lieger , with a pre- 
ent for his Excellence Rabenhaupt , and a good ſum of Money for the Coun- 
try People , which was at work in the Lieper. 

The 26, ditto inthe night , we diſcharged all our Canon and Mu{quets , 
with ſome other ſignes of joy , for the advantage the Confederates had 
*gainſt the French in the Battellat Senef, The ſame night two of the Be- 
"egers Captains were wounded , one of them dying of his wounds, The 
'rexce made afally , ſome on the one ſide of the ſmall Fort, and ſome .on 
ve other fide , deſiring to ſhut our Men in between them , but the fury 
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(8) 
was ſo hot on both fides, that the Frexch killed eight or ten-of their own 
M:n, which was good ſport to them in the Lieger. 

Two Regiments of. the Belieged concluded to ſurrender the City, but 
ihe Governor celired them to ailift him as good Souldiers in the defence of 
the City, premiſing to aſhit them with meat and drink enough, - The Be: 
l1egers tyok a Frerch Spy, by one of the Gates, who had a Letter from 
' the Duke of £s.xemberg to the Gov@nor ofthe Grave, in which it was ad- 
viſed, thathe was not to expect any relief , butthat he ſhould bravely de. 
ſend himc!f, 

The 28, ditto. there was hot a breach inthe Fort, in which you might 
have ris throuph with Coach and Harfes, 

The 31, ditto in the night we made preparation for the next day tg 
form the Tort, and to force the Enemy out , but they themſelves did 
undermine it , and between the hrſt and fecond of Seprember blew it UP, 
and ſorctreatcd to the C:tv, | 

Upon the foreſaid firſt day of September. there got fire by accident to; 
bundred pound of Powder upon a Battery of the Beliegers : The Inpevier 
Z:5berich ( who was Commander of the Country People, and Work: 
mn) was charged that he had ſen: many of them home, having receiyed 
Money of them for to excuſe them; for which he was put into Priſon, bu: 


rhe Keeper ſuffered him to eſcape , ſo raat he himſelf was put into Priſon 
in 11s place. | 

Since the Beſicged haveleft the fore{aid tmall Fort ,, there 1s played {rom 
both ſides with great Guns harder then before; but not much with, Fire- 
works, orly with burning Enllet-s, The moſt part of the Gunners 11

The 11 Ditto, A Collonel had his head ſhot off in the w_ grafts, Col- 
nel Vrerwyk, which before had his leg ſhotin pieces dyed there ; of the

ouſands of Cabbins into the Lieger. 

The 12 Dvrro, there was but little ſhooting, eſpecially with great Guns,

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The 12 D#tto, In the night we ſtormed the out-works, which lye abov© 
4 below the. City ; with pretty good ſucceſs, for the French ſpringing 
weral Mincs, did the Bcſiedgers no harm, but had themſelves a 130 dead 
id woundec. 

Between the 13 and 14 Ditto, We ſtormed again, but with little ſucceſs 
geither fide. 

Petwcen the 14 and 15, tne ſtorm was renewed again, with better ſuc- 
es, fo: the Bridge thar was made with Ruſhes and Reed, was laid over 
heoraſr of the Counter ſearp, by William van Err, WIN the ali:tance of 
oof his men, and mauve therea Ketel, as it is called, in which they cn 
eched themſelves. 

The 15 Ditto, Two perſons of quality being come into the Lieger, in- 
iding to ſpeak with his Highneſs, but could nor, by reaſon of his being 
aneltly taken up in his buſineſs; who hardly gave himſelf time to cat his 
\Cuals, and not without trouble to his well wiſhers, expoſed himſelf to 
much 6anger, for he was very often inthe Lope grafts, and at the far. 
ot Puts, expoſing hiiielt 10: the greateſt dangers. 

Berween the 15 and 16 Dytto, there was anotherſtorm made from Col - 
nel Hundebecks quarters, but it was begun too late, being but one hou: 
fore £39, at Whick-tine there was a ſharp encounter, bur the Beficgers 
ok the work which lay below thic City called Becks, but not being time: 

ſeconded, were forced out apiin, with the loſs as is ſuppoſed of 890 
en, under which were many Othcers ; the French loſt alſo a great many of 
er men, we ſaw abundance of the men lye dead onthe place, there being 
lime to fetch off the dead, of neiticr* fide, there being no ſeflation of 
mms; the Beſicgers kept the Pot upo1 ihe Counter-ſcarp. 

Between the .7 8d 18 Duro, tne Belicgers took a priſoner, who had a
